He Slept. In a Pigpen After the Battle of 


the Wilderness. 


- The general and staff bivouacked upon 
the ground. The night was quite chilly, 
and a couple of fires were lighted to add 
to our comfort. General Grant lay down 
with his officers beside one of the fires 
without any covering. When asleep, .an 
aid quietly spread an, overcoat over 
him. 
For about four hours we all kept 


turning over every few minutes so as to 
get warmed on both sides, imitating 
with our bodies the diurnal motion of 
the earth as it exposes' its sides alter- 
nately to the heat of the sun. When 
daylight broke it was seen that a low 
board structure close to which the gen- 
eral in chief had Iain do%vn was a pig- 
pen, but its former occupants had dis- 
appeared and were probably at that time 
nourishing the stpmachs of the cavalry 
troopers of the invading army. 
Unfor- 


tunately the odors of the place had not 
taken thoir departure with the pigs, but 
remained to add to the discomfort of the 
bivouackors. 
Sheridan's 
cavalry had 


had a fight at this place tho afternoon 
before, iu which he had defeated the 
opposing force, and the ground in the 
vicinity, strewn with the dead, offered 
ample evidence of tho severity of tha 
struggle. 


At daylight on the morning of the 


8th active operations wero in progress 
throughout the columns. General Sheri- 
dan had ordered his cavalry to move by 
different roads to seize tho bridges cross- 
ing the Po river. General Meado modi- 
fied those orders and directed a portion 
of tho cavalry to move in front of War- 
reu's infantry on the Spottsylvania 
Court House road. The enemy were foil- 
ing trees and planing other obstacles in 
the \*vny in ordor to impede the move- 
ment, and the cavalry was afterward 
withdrawn aud tho infantry directed to 
opeu the way. 


About sunrise General Grant, after 


taking off his coat and shaking it <o rid 
it of somo of the dust in whioh he had 
lain down, shared with the staff officers 
some soldiers' rations aud then seated 
himself on the ground by the roadside 
to take his morning sinoko.—General 
Horace Porter iu Century.

EEPUBLIOAN BANKS 


K«ed Add* to the Dr»iu»tio 


Finale of Ten l>»y»' Struggle by Going 
on Record For the Measure—Amend- 
ment to Have It Take Effect Imme- 
diately is Adopted. 
Washington, April 1.—From heace- 


lorfch the duties imposed by the Ding- 
ley tariff bill will be in force and the 
present law will be a thing of the past 
It th« last amendeme&t attached to the 
bill b*for« its passage in the 
house, 


filing April 1 as the day on which its 
provisions shall go into effect, should 
be in the bill when it is finally enacted 
and should 'be held to be legal by the 
court*. 


The Republicans presented an un- 


broken front to the opposition. All 
the rumors that dissatisfaction with 
particular schedules of the bill might 
lead to some of them to break over 
the party traces proved absolutely un- 
founded. 


On the other hand, five Democrats, 


one more than was anticipated, braved 
the party whip and gave the hill the 
approval o£ their votes. These five 
Democrats are interested particularly 
in the sugar schedule. Three came 
from -Louisiana and two from Texas. 
One Populist, Mr. Howard of Alabama, 
voted for the bill. Twenty-one other 
members of what is denominated "the 
opposition," 
consisting of Populists, 


Fusionists and SHverites, declined to 
record themselves either for or against 
the measure. 


The vote on the final passage of the 


bill stood ayes, 205;inays, 122; present 
and not voting, 21, a majority of 83. 


Speaker Reed added to the dramatic 


n:ature of the climax of this 10 days' 
struggle in the house by directing the 
clerk to call his name at the end of -the 
rollcall, recording his vote for the bill. 


The galleries were crowded to suflo- 


catlon. Even the executive and diplo- 
matic galleries, which are 
usually 


empty even on big days, were well 
filled. Many prominent personages 
were present. On the floor every seat 
was taken. 


After the amendment fixing April 1 


as the date on which the bill should 
go into 
effect 
had 
been adopted 


against the protests of the Democrats, 
Who contended that it was retroactive, 
and therefore unconstitutional, the last 
three 'hours were taken up with short 
speeches, most of which were made for 
the benefits of the galleries and con- 
stituents of the speakers. 


The Democrats had yielded the ques- 


tion of a long debate .over the Gros- 
venor amendment in the hope that 
enough progress might be made with 
the bill to permit the house to reach 
the sugar .schedule, but only two more 
pages were read, leaving 140 uneonsld- 
ered in committee of the whole. 


The motion to recommit, with in- 


structions to amend the bill so as to 
suspend the 
duties on articles con- 


trolled by trusts, upon which they 
based their principal hope of breaking 
through the Republican ranks failed of 
Its purpose. Every Republican voted 
against it. 


There was a great demonstration on 


bhe floor and in the galleries when the 
bill was finally declared passed. '

Through three large breaches in the 


levees within a distance of 100 miles, 
the mad, muddy waters of the great 
river are tumbling over the remnants 
of levees and spreading 
devastation 


over some of the fairest counties in the 
state of Mississippi.' 


This year the Father of "Waters has 


established 
a precedent for himself. 


Not only Is the river higher than it 
has been for years, but contrary to all 
human theories and boasted 
science, 


instead of breaking through its banks 
on the western side, it has selected 
openings in the eastern bank. 


Scientists and learned men In former 


years asserted that all the great crev- 
asses had occurred and would occur on 
the western bank of the river, giving 
the rotation of the earth as the foun- 
dation of their theories. 
, 


This year the river, deriding theories 


as well as t)he feeble barriers opposed 
to its might, opened for its surplus 
waters three wide gaps, one, th« first, 
at Lee Lake, the second at the Sledge 
place, 80 miles north of here, and the 
last at Stop's landing, 30 miles above 
Greenville. 


In order to' comprehend fully 
the 


area of country threatened 
by the 


overflow, take a point just south of 
Rosedale, Miss., on the east bank of 
the river in Bolivar county, and thence 
south to the Yazoo river and west as 
far and in all probability beyond the 
main line of the Yazoo and Mississippi 
Valley railroad.

In thu Presence of County Prosecutor 


ami Chief of Police Frank Miller De- 
tails to the Murder or Big Employer's 
Wife—He Waives Exaiuiuotlon and Is 
Taken to Jail. 


Columbus, 0., April 1.—The murder 


of Mrs. John W. Miller, the wife of a 
farmer livng near Black Lick, is re- 
garded as the most henious crime ever 
committed in Franklin county. 


The 
murderer is Frank 
Miller, a 


tramp hired man who is an ignorant 
Polish Jew about 24 years old. 


After his confession he was ar- 


raigned in police court, and waiving 
examination, was bound over without 
bail: He was then lodged in the coun- 
ty jail. 


In the presence of Chief of Police 


Kelly, County Prosecutor Dyer, Cor- 
oner Birmingham a-nd others the mur- 
derer rolaited the details of the crime. 


According to Miller's confession he 


had intended to kill all the members 
of the Miller family, and it was owing 
to the absence of the husband and son 
from 
home that they, probably, es- 


caped the same fate as Mrs. Miller. 


The prisoner stated 
-that about a 


week or 10 days ago he had a quarrel 
with his employer about his wages. 
They were at work in the woods when 
he asked Mr. Miller if he could pay 
•him some money. 


He received the reply from Mr. Mil- 


ler that times were so hard that he did 
not see how he could pay him any 
money. 
The quarrel lasted several 


minutes, but nothing was said a.bout it 
after that. 


The evening of that same day the 


prisoner claims that after he retired 
he heard Mr. and Mrs. Miller talking 
about him. He tiptoed to the door of 
their room and listened to their con- 
versation. 
He 
claims 'he heard 
Mr. 


Miller tell his wife not to be afraid of 
Frank Miller ,the hired man, and that 
they would 
only pay 
him 
enough 


money to keep him in tobacco and 
necessary clothes. 
This conversation 


enraged Frank Miller and he deter- 
mined that the lives of these two peo- 
ple should pay the forfeit. 


The story of the murder of the wom- 


an was related by the prisoner as fol- 
lows : 


His Confession. 


When I came In from the \voods I put 


my ax iu the bum und theu carried the 
saw and hatchot iuto the houac. Mrs. Mil- 
ler went to the barn first and I followed 
her. 


She put the bucket she carried down on 


the Uoor. She told me to go and look after 
the eggs where the chlkens laid them. 
I 


said I had no time; I hud to feed und you 
can get them yourself. 
You know where 


they are. She said, "You are a lazy fel- 
low." 


I went to take the bucket to feed the 


horses. 
She jumped in front und tried to 


tube the basket first. I just pushed her a 
little, when she dropped the basket and 
grabbed the pitchfork and tried to hit me. 
I took hold of the handle and we had a 
struggle who could get it. 
She tried to 


jerk it awny from roe, but could not. I 
held on to the handle of the pitchfork with 
my left hand and took up the in in my 
right hand and hit her on the left side of 
the face. 'Then she fell down on her right 
side, stili holding on to the pitchfork. 
I 


then hit her with the ax again and took 
the pitchfork from her and threw .it away. 
She started-, to 
follow and I pulled 
her 


clothes irp and pulled them over her face 
and held them over her mouth with my left 
hand and took the ax and hit her twice or 
three times more. 
She hallowed a good 


deal before I struck her with the ax the 
last two times. She was hallowing not so 
much after I hit her the lust time and 
tried to get the dross from her face with 
her 
hands. I theu tied 
a wheat 
sack 


around her head. 
She still tried to get 


away and moved her legs. 
After I had 


tied the sack on her head I went to the 
honae and got some more twine find came 
back and tied her hands over her head. 
She wns still alive when I tied her hands, 
as I saw her body move. 
After that I 


went to the house and got a bucket and 
went out and milked a cow. When I went 
back to the barn and carried her a couple 
of steps and then dragged her the rest of 
the way to the feed box and nut her body 
over tho edge first nnd then took hold of 
her legs and threw the entire body over. I 
then took some hay and fodder and threw 
over the body and let the lid down. I then 
went to the pump nnd washed my hands. 
I had some blood on my hands and that is 
why I washed them. I did not rape the 
woman; that is a lie If any one says BO. 
When I went to the stable after Mrs. Mil- 
ler it was between 6 nnd 7o" clock.
